The recent announcement that the Philips 
Soccer League is investigating the possibility of 
each club forming an under-19 team to play the 
curtain raiser to each PSL match, home and away, 
and the interest shown by the PSL clubs in these 
‘in reserve’ teams are an excellent. augury for the 
future of the PSL competition and, more import- 
antly, Australia’s continuing growth in soccer 
stature. 

The Australian Soccer Federation’s handbook 
listing leagues, associations and schoolboy player 
numbers reveals that Australia.this year has some 
30,236 teams with no fewer than 433,957 
registered players. The expansion particularly in 
junior soccer ranks is most heartening. So great 
has it been in Sydney that the secretaries of two 
major Rugby League clubs, Penrith and Cronulla- 
Sutherland, have recently called for a special 
committee to review each act of violence in 
weekend fixtures as a means of easing the dis- 
guiet felt by parents at the example being set for 
their children by senior ‘big name’ players. Pen- 
rith commented that its club was being told by 
more and more of the district’s mothers that they 
would not allow their children to grow up with 
League but would turn to the round ball game 
with its refined skills and lack of brutality. 
Rugby League Week which boasts the largest 
football code readership in the world for a 
specialist football newspaper pictured a delight- 
ful junior league player on its cover with the 
opening words ‘Eat your heart out, Soccer!’ and 
proceeded to state how great an asset the junior 
players. were. Too true, but the inflation of 
violence is eroding that asset and the ‘run on the 
bank’ will be hard to curtail. 

And that is a pretty round about way to get 
to the theme of this comment: The continuing 
excellent record of our junior teams. Elsewhere 
in the magazine, there is an article on the Colts 
and their fine record, together with the last in 
our series of team squad pictures which -have 
featured our four sides. Canberra City supporters 
have much to be proud of in the record of these 


teams and as finals in the ACT competition 
draw near the standing of these teams will be- 
come more apparent. 

Particularly today we wish to mention the 
sterling performance of the Canberra City Roos 
in winning its way through to the final of the 
Federation Cup series by defeating Croatia 
Deakin 2-1. It was one of the best games of 
soccer this season — at any level. Coach Petar 
Vidovic (and Vic Fernandez) must take a bow 
with fellow coaches John Doyle and Keith 
Hardisty for the excellent work they have put 
into moulding these sides. 

Would you believe that the oldest member of 
the Roos team which won the Cup semi-final was 
George (Grandpa} Bailey, still a spritely 20 year 
old, who scored a brilliant reflex goal.

The final of the Federation Cup will be 
played as a curtain raiser to our next home match 
which is against Newcastle City on Sunday, 19 
August. The O’Connor Pharmacy, an outstanding 
supporter of soccer, has donated a permanent 
Federation Cup Trophy and the winning Cup side 
will receive a smaller version to mark the success.

At the commencement of this season, a well 
known soccer writer from beautiful downtown 
Melbourne — where light drizzle is regarded as a 
fine day. — wrote that Brisbane City was ‘not 
good enough to mix it with the other teams in 
the PSL’. Brisbane City’s players read those com- 
ments and then flew into Adelaide where they 
demonstrated the stupidity of the statement in 
the best way possible — by performance. For the 
record, Adelaide City suffered a 2-4 defeat at the 
nands of Nereo Safticti’s boys. So shall all suffer 
who take the Brisbane team lightly. . 

As testimony of the team’s calibre, the side 
now fies second in the PSL table. In our PSL 
match at Perry Park earlier this season, a strange 
combination of events lead to Canberra City’s 
4-0 win over our opponents today. Jim Cant 
withdrew following a back injury. Kosta Talevski 
was included. Then Bernard Lustica was a last 
minute withdrawal and Ivan Gruicic was included 
to fill the breach. Of the match, Vic Fernandez 
had great praise for the saves by Kim Wishart 
who kept out four or five possible goal scoring 
chances, in the last 15 minutes of the first half, 
the first 20 minutes of which definitely belonged 
to Brisbane City. In the second half, Ivan Gruicic 
came on for Canberra and from a free kick he 
combined with Johnny Davies to put the ball 
into the net, after Johnny had acted as a decoy. 

Brisbane City can proudly point to its record 
of winning the Philips Cup in 1977 and 1978. 
This year it has missed the opportunity for which 
it deeply longed — another win so that it might 
keep the Cup. But the Cup wins will ensure it a 
place in the PSL’s hall of fame. In the PSL com- 
petition itself, Brisbane City’s record has belied 
the Cup success. 

It finished last on 17 points from 7 wins, 3 
draws and 16 defeats for 29 goals for and 49 
goals against.

Up front, Kevin Low has had an outstanding 
season and always a danger man is the ianky 
Barry Kelso who has had an indifferent season, 
but whose goalscoring ability is beyond question. 
Barry had a monster of a game against Canberra 
at Bruce Stadium last year and to add to his 
miseries was sent off. He also has had some close 
encounters of the absurd kind with our pokies; 
but, Barry, they really are the best paying in 
Canberra. 

It is always unfair to single out any player for 


special mention, but the reports of the work this 
season of defender David Ratcliffe have attracted. 
much comment and an average of almost 8 out-of 
10 points for him in one national soccer maga-. 
zine’s Player of the Year competition. Ratcliffe 
joined Brisbane City. from English club Bradford 
City and took’ some time to settle into the new 
conditions. This year, his centre-back combina- 
tion with George Potter has been a major factor 
in his team’s climb to. the heights of the PSL 
ladder. Not content with his defensive role, re- 
cently he has played a major part in the scoring 
machine that pleases Brisbane fans. Canberra 
City fans will look with interest on his abilities. 

Two other facts deserve mention. The first is 
one of those curiosities that always attracts 
attention. Brisbane City’s coach, Nereo Saftich, 
is ably assisted by trainer Harold ‘Magic Fingers’ 
Watson whose treatment of soccer injuries is.said 
to be ‘without peer’ in Queensland. The Club's 
reserve side; would you believe, is coached by 
Saftich’s younger brother, Mauro (last weekend it 
was in second place in the South East Queensland 
League) and its trainer is Mike Watson, son of 
Harold. Talk about keeping it in the family! 

Secondly, heaps of praise to George Potter 
who not only plays a mighty game but produces 
an excellent match day program for his club. As 
Editor and Brisbane City’s promotion officer, 
George is setting a high standard in PSt. litera- 
ture. The magazine is accurate, informative and 
inventive.

The institution for the 1979 season of a Colts 
competition in the fixtures conducted by the 
ACT Soccer Federation was seen by that body as 
the ‘culmination of many years of work for some 
members of the executive of the ACTSF.’ The 
competition was envisaged as one that would 
promise ‘exciting and entertaining soccer and a 
breeding ground for future stars.’ The. qualifi- 
cation imposed on team membership of Colts 
sides as that no side could contain more than 
three players over 21 years of age. 

From 22 July, the competition split into two 
groups. Group A consists of those teams which 
finished in the first six at the end of the first 
round of fixtures. Those teams are: Canberra 
City, Canberra North, Belconnen, West Woden 
Juventus, Downer Olympic and Croatia Deakin. 
In Group B are Concordia Phillip, Kambah 
United, Narrabundah,.Weston Creek and Make- 
donia Queanbeyan. 

The coach of the. Canberra City Colts is 
Keith Hardisty. He sees the competition filling 
the gap between junior league competition 
which generally finishes in the age group 15-16 
and senior. football, In taking over the Colts 
side, under the ever watchful eye of Vic Fernan- 
dez, Keith was confronted with many probiems, 
not the least of which was the extreme youth of 
his charges. As Keith says: ‘At the beginning of 
this season only three Colts players had reached 
their sixteenth birthday. Only one player is over 
sixteen years — and he’s a veteran of seventeen 
summers! It has been exciting to see. such a 
young team perform so well against teams which 
usually include the full complement of three 
over-21 players’. Keith proudly points to the 
fact that after the first round of the competition, 
the Colts are only one point behind the leaders. 
Further no team has scored more than two goals 
against his side. Keith adds: ‘These points demon- 
strate that the competition. is very even. At the 
time of splitting the sides, only two points 
covered the first six teams. y 

Many persons associated with ACT junior 
soccer have lamented the fact that so many 
talented youngsters drift away from the garne 
in the very age group for which the Colts com- 
petition seeks to cater. Keith commented in 
these terms on the attitude of his players to the 
opportunity presented to them: ‘The Colts are 
being exposed to the sort of training that pro- 
fessionals like lan Callaghan get. They train at 
the same time as the PSL and other Canberra 
City squads. What is more, the boys don’t miss 
training without giving a good reason before- 


hand. The whole team is expected to turn up 
to matches one hour before kickoff and team 
members. do. In my view, they conduct them- 
selves in the way in which all professionals should 
conduct themselves’ on the field. There has not 
been any incident with any referee in any game! 

The. fact that the average age of the team 
members is below 16 is hightighted by the 
knowledge that 9 of the boys represented the 
ACT in the national junior players champion- 
ship. As well, John Moutsopoulos and Ron 
Markezic have been selected for this year’s 
under 16 national championships. 

On the topic of what the future holds for 
the Colts competition and ACT soccer, Keith 
Hardisty has firm views: ‘The prospects for 
the future. are exciting for two reasons: The 
first is the obvious advantage to Canberra City in 
having a youth policy which is aimed at finding 
and developing players for its PSL squad. Second- 
ly, and more importantly, the effect of the 
competition on Canberra soccer generally must 
be understood. Anyone who believes that the 
forty odd players under 20 years of age who now 
make up Canberra City’s Roos, Wallabies and 
Coits will all beomce PSL players is living in 
dreamland. Even if eleven of them are event- 
ually good enough for that standard, that still 
leaves thirty odd players to return to other 
Canberra clubs. And two or three seasons with 
Canberra City learning from the Fernandezes 
and Callaghans of soccer must be worth plenty. 
Canberra City in my view is not the apex of 
the local soccer scene: it is part of the circle 
dedicated to improving ACT soccer.’ 

Keith Hardisty is justly proud, as are Bill 
Arnold, Theo Moulis, Vic Fernandez and all 
the other persons associated in our Colts ven- 
ture, of the success that the youngsters have 
achieved against their older opponents in the 
Colts division. Many of the boys now in under 9 
to under 12 competitions. in particular who say 
with pride that one day they hope to wear the 
Canberra City strip can focus their ambitions 
on the Colts competition (not just with Can- 
berra City but the other clubs) in the knowledge 
that this move by the ACTSF will be hailed at 
the end of the season, és it has been recognised 
already as one of the most positive and impor- 
tant steps taken in ACT soccer in many a year. 
And you can show your support for these players 
of the future by turning up just that little earlier 
at ACT First Division match venues when the 
boys play the curtain raiser to the main matches. 
You will not be disappointed!
